“Resotvep, The Board desire to place on record their deep and 
sincere regret at the death of their much esteemed and highly re- 
spected Vice-President, the late HonourRABLE Rorert MacKay, who 
followed up the interest in the Institution taken by his predecessors, 
commencing with the late Mr. JosepH Mackay, who donated the 
present building and was President in 1878; and his interest has 
been continued by the family even to date. 


The late Honourable Senator’s place on the Board is one hard to 
fill, and his well known financial ability made his advice of more 
than ordinary value to his co-directors,—to which the list of securi- 
ties bears testimony; and at the last his love for the Institution has 
been evinced in his will by his leaving towards its future upkeep, 
free of succession duty, a legacy of $12,000.00. 

The President and Board of Managers hereby would express to 
his family their deep and sincere sympathy with them in their great 
loss.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE PRESIDENT, BOARD OF MANAGEMENT AND FRIENDS. 


In presenting my thirty-sixth repert of the internal workings of 
the Institution. over which I have had the honor to preside for so 
long a period I submit the following: 

School re-opened in September last with a full attendance. A 
pleasureable excitement prevailed amongst the pupils over the ap- 
proaching marriage of Miss Pauline Rosseau to Mr. William Grant 
Patterson, both graduates of whom our school is justly proud. The 
ceremony took place in the Assembly Hall, and was performed by 
the Rev. F. Pratt, Rector of the Church of the Good Shepherd. At 
the special request of Miss Rosseau I translated the service in signs 
so that all the pupils might understand. The President, and many 
of the managers, with some of the relatives of the contracting 
parties, were present, and numerous handsome gifts were received 
from them by Miss Rosseau. 
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The work of the class-rooms during the scholastic year was 
highly satisfactory. No annual public examinations were held on 
account, of a recent case of contagious sickness, but written exami- 
nations after the questions had been submitted for my approval, 
were required of all the classes. The Kindergarten Department con- 
tinues in charge of Miss Jane Anderson, who is also an adept in the 
Montessori system. The advanced classes are taught by Miss 
McLeod, Miss Daly, Miss Snowdon and a monitress. Miss Daly. also 
gives instruction in drawing—free hand. Her pupils made good 
progress in this art. 

The class for defective speech, such as stammering, stuttering, 
etc., was under my special care, and, as usual, the parents are more 
than satisfied with the results. Miss Snowdon rendered considerable 
assistance by giving deep breathing exercises to these children. 

In a late copy of the “Montreal Daily Star” there appeared the 
following: 


Tn Memoriam 


“BETTS—In sad but proud and loving memory of a dear son and 
brother, Pte. Gordon W, J. Betts, member of the 5th R.H.C., accidentally 
shot on sentry duty at Soulanges Canal, August 27th, 1914. First 
Canadian on Honor Roll in European War.” 


Gordon Betts entered our school when quite a small boy, unable 
to speak, although his hearing was perfect. After a couple of sessions 
he was enabled to express himself as plainly as any child. During 
his stay at the Mackay Institution he endeared himself to us by his 
loving disposition. Gordon was a close friend of the blind boys, be- 
ing their companion in long walks and trips to the city on Saturday 
afternoons. He was indeed “eyes to the blind,” and they were de- 
voted to him, their helpful fellow-student. Numerous other cases 
could be cited where children came to us dumb or with such vitiated 
speech as debarred them from the public schools, and after being 
with us for a year or more their speech became normal. 

The home life of our children is rendered happy by numerous 
treats. Teaparties, ice cream, strawberries, cakes, etc., were pro- 
vided by Mrs. Alan Law, Mrs. Walter Molson, Mrs. Norman Wilson 
and Mrs. Ross Sims; also by Mr. D. M. McGoun, Mr. Abner Kingman. 
Mr. W. J. Morrice and Mr. R. B. Morrice. Other donations are 
mentioned in the list of gifts from managers and friends. 

We wish to express our gratitude to Dr. W. G. M. Byers. oculist; 
Dr. C. K. P. Henry, surgeon; Dr. F. J. Rogers, laryngologist, and to 
our visiting physicians, Dr. Colin Ross and Dr. John Finnie, for 
gratuitous services. We are too indebted to Mrs. C. I. Root and Miss 
Sweeny for weekly readings to the pupils who can hear. 
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Mr. Eugene Libby, foreman ot the Carpenter Shop, has been most 
faithful to his duties. He instructed the boys four hours daily. Mr. 
Charles Kemp, Engineer and Caretaker, keeps the building looking 
bright and attractive from the kalsomining tinting and painting 
done during the summer. Our President paid stated visits to over- 
see this work. Dressmaking and plain sewing and millinery are 
taught by our valued supervisor of the girls, Miss May Cunningham. 

Sunday services are an important feature in the training of the 
pupils. They are held in our Assembly Hall, when the following 
gentlemen officiate consecutively: Rev. F. Pratt, Anglican; Rey. 
A. D. MacKenzie, Presbyterian; Rey. T. EB. Holling, Methodist, and 
Mr. Abner Kingman, assisted by Mr. R. Buchanan and Principal 
Arnold. The Rev. Edward Bushell’s visits and talks are anticipated 
and enjoyed. 


I have to record with deep regret the death of Hon. Robert Mac- 
kay on nineteenth December last. He had been a member of your 
Board for over twenty-five years, and was Vice-President for many 
years. He attended the monthly meetings regularly and otherwise 
associated himself with the work. He remembered the pupils always 
at Christmas time, providing turkeys, etc., for their festivities, Each 
spring their garden was well supplied with flowering plants from 
his own conservatory. Four of the family are still taking great in- 
terest in the working of the Mackay Institution, founded by their 
noble ancestor. Mr. Joseph Mackay. During my superintendency I 
have served under six Presidents, the late Messrs. Edward Mackay, 
Hugh Mackay, Charles Alexander, F. Wolferstan Thomas, David 
Morrice and Mr. D. M. McGoun, our present active President. These 
gentlemen gave their time unstintingly and gladly. 


I cannot close my last annual report without making mention of 
the kindness and hospitality shown me by the ladies of the com- 
mittee in 1881, the late Miss Mackay Gordon, the late Mrs. James 
Major and Mrs. Wolferstan Thomas. .To the late Mrs. Robert Mac- 
kay I am also indebted for much. The confidence reposed in me 
helped in surmounting the many difficulties that beset me in the 
early days of their philanthropic enterprise, and I most reverently 
acknowledge the guidance of a kind Providence, whose loving care 
made “the crooked places straight.” 

In recommending Miss Ida McLeod to fill my place I do so know- 
ing she has the welfare of the school at heart, and is beloved and 
esteemed by both graduates and pupils, As Miss McLeod has been 
my assistant for a quarter of a century I have had ample opportunity 
of judging her capabilities. With a Board so well informed in all 
matters pertaining to the work, and so enthusiastic in having the 
school up to a high standard, Miss McLeod is sure of success. 

In April last it became my painful duty to lay my resignation 
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before your Board to take place September first. Ill health in- 
duced me to sever my connection with the school I so dearly loved. 
I felt unable to longer endure the mental strain of the duties my 
position imposed on me. Having consulted my physician I found 
there was no alternative. I tender my hearty thanks to the Presi- 
dent and Management for their wise counsel, and ever ready help; 
for their many favors, and forthe beautiful farewell address, illumi- 
nated and framed, and the loving address read by Miss Roddick, first 
Directress, aecompanied by a gold watch-bracelet from the ladies. 
Copies of these addresses are appended. They will ever be highly 
prized, comforting memories. I desire also, to express my thanks 
to the teachers, pupils and graduates for their generous gift of a 
travelling grip containing a purse of gold. Mr. R. Buchanan, in 
acknowledgment of my evangelical work with the deaf and the 
blind, asked my acceptance of a Doulton cup designed by our late 
good Queen Victoria, and bearing the date of her inauguration and 
jubilee.

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EXTRACT FROM SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
FOR 1890-91. 


Ve desire, for the information of parents of pupils, as well as for 
those desirous of knowing what “course of study’” is usually taken up 
by the deaf and to what proficiency we expect them to attain before 
considered ready to graduate, to call attention to our “course of 
study,” the careful perusal of which will indicate the advancement, 
year by year, which an intelligent, industrious pupil ought to make. 

We would specially direct the attention to the course of study of 
those parents who have withdrawn their children before they have 
made the progress in their education which the School affords, and 
which is necessary, and to point out that they are doing a life-long 
injury to their afflicted children, to whom education is the greatest 
boon that can be given. Much to be pitied as is the wholly unedu- 
cated deaf-mute, shut off from almost all intelligent intercourse with 
his fellow mortals, yet it is doubtful whether he feels his position as 
keenly as one whose mind has been opened to the consciousness that 
there is more knowledge (and higher positions attainable), from 
which he is debarred, because of the limited instruction received. 

The ignorant deaf-mute, even if an object of charity, may be com- 
paratively content from the absence of knowledge and understanding 
while the semi-educated, with his awakened and crudely-developed 
reasoning powers, has the ambitions, but is minus the ability of the 
highly educated, and cannot consequently be particularly happy and 
contented, in contrast with which the well-educated deaf may aspire, 
attain, and keep himself abreast with the world at large and enjoy 
the society of his fellow man. 

There will be instances where pupils will “not” get through the 
course in the time specified. Irregularity in attendance, ill health, 
deficiency of intellect, physical defect or chronic laziness, may all be 
mentioned as retarding elements, and all of which have to be con- 
sidered. 


Course of Study.

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BY-LAWS OF THE MACKAY INSTITUTION FOR 
PROTESTANT DEAF-MUTES AND THE BLIND. 


I. For the supervision of the affairs of the Corporation there 
shall be a Board of Governors, which shall be composed of not more 
than twenty-five Life-Governors, being those persons of either sex who 
shal] have subscribed the sum of five hundred dollars or upwards to 
the Institution, and who shall not be in arrear on any call made on 
such subscribed sum, and of the Governors, ex-officio, as called for by 
the amendments to the charter consequent upon the donation of 
Joseph Mackay, Esq., and of a like number of Elective Governors of 
either sex, to be chosen and elected at the Annual General Meeting of 
the Corporation, for one year only, from those who shall have sub- 
scribed in one sum not less than one hundred dollars to the Institu- 
tion, or who shall subscribe a sum of not less than twenty-five dollars 
as an annual subscription for not less than five years; provided 
always that no person shall be a Governor who shall not be of the 
Protestant faith; and that if there be more than twenty-five persons 
qualified to be Life-Governors of the Corporation, the twenty-five per- 
sons who, being otherwise qualified, have priority in the order of 
their subscription, shall be such Life-Governors. 


II. The immediate management and condust of the Institution 
shall be vested in a Board of Managers, of not less than twelve in 
number, who shall act for three years, one-third retiring annually, as 
fixed by By-Law No. 10; and such Board shall cause minutes of their 
proceedings and acts to be duly kept, and shall from time to time re- 
port the same to the Board of Governors, as may be provided by any 
by-law, rule, or regulation to that effect and the Board of Managers 
may be in whole or part of either sex, and shall be elected at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Governors to be held on the first Saturday of No- 
vember of each year. The Board of Governors shall also then elect a 
President, four Vice-Presidents, four Lady Directoresses, Secretary- 
Treasurer, and Physician, who shall be members of the Board of 
Managers and be elected annually. 


Ill. The Annual General Meeting of the Corporation for the elec- 
tion of Governors and the transaction of business shall be held dur- 
ing the month of November of each year, at which meeting the scale 
of voting shall be as follows: For annual subscribers of not less than 
five dollars, and all persons paying for the maintenance or education 
of any inmate of the asylum, one vote; for contributors of large 
sums. one vote in addition for each five dollars subscribed. But no 
subscriber or contributor shall have more than. twenty votes. 


IV. At all meetings of the Corporation, or the Board of Governors 
or the Board of Managers, the voting shall be open unless a ballot is 
demanded by a subscriber then present. 


V. The Board of Managers shall meet on the first Tuesday of each 
month, at which meeting, as well as at those of the Board of Gover- 
nors, three shall constitute a quorum. They shall have full control 
over the collection, investment, and expenditure of all monies belong- 
ing to the Corporation, with the exception of the purchase, mortgage, 
or sale of real estate, any of which will require the concurrence of a 
majority of the Board of Governors at a meeting called for the pur- 
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pose, by written notice to its members, specifying the time, place, 
and object of the meeting, a week before the date thereof. 


It. shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to audit, inspect, 
and approve of all accounts, and to order or refuse payment of the 
same, to engage and to discharge all servants of the Corporation and 
to fix their wages. They shall have the general charge and care of 
the property of the Corporation, and they shall have power and it 
shall be their duty to carry out and maintain those objects for which 
the Corporation has been established, and to oversee and control— 
subject to the By-Laws—everything in connection with the manage- 
ment thereof. 

The Board of Managers shall submit to the Board of Governors, 
at the annual meeting of the Corporation, a general report of their 
operations and a full statement of the accounts for the year ending 
the 30th June last past, and these accounts and statements shall be 
audited before each annual meeting, by an accountant who shall be 
appointed for that purpose annually by the Board of Managers. 


VI. All warrants for payment shall be signed by the President. or 
in his absence by the Vice-President and by the Secretary-Treasurer. 


VII. It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer to keep regu- 
lar minutes of the proceedings at the meetings of the Board of Man- 
agers, aS well as of Sub-Committees, and to lay the minute book con- 
taining the same before the Board of Governors at each of their meet- 
ings. He shall also give a written notice to each member of the 
Board of Managers of all meetings. All accounts of expenditure shall 
pass through his hands, and shall be laid by him once a month before 
the Board of Managers for their examination and approval, prepara- 
tory to their being discharged; he shall also sign all warrants for the 
payment of such accounts, and he shall keep a correct account in the 
books of the Corporation of receipts and expenditures, and produce 
the bank-book of the Institution for the inspection of the Managers. 


VIII. All and every the funds and property of the Corporation 
shall be appropriated and applied solely for the purpose of the Cor- 
poration, and the payment of all such outlays and expenditures as 
may legitimately be incurred in connection therewith, and for carry- 
ing into effect the objects contemplated by the Act of Incorporation, 
subject, however, to the special provisions contained in that Act; 
provided always that any surplus amount shall be from time to time 
invested in public securities or in security or mortgages within the 
City of Montreal or in bonds of Public Institutions, or such other 
securities as a resolution of the Managers may direct and no other, 
and the said Corporation shall have power to mortgage on its immov- 
able property all or any part of purchase money thereof, or for the 
purpose only of obtaining funds for the erection and maintenance of 
the building or buildings necessary for the Institution. 


IX. The Board of Managers shall, at their monthly meeting, ap- 
point two members as a Visiting Committee, whose duty it shall be 
to visit the Institution and supervise its management during the 
ensuing month. 


X. The one-third of the Managers who shall retire annually sub- 
ject to re-election shall be the first names on the roll of the Managers 
for the past year. 
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XI. Any vacancy caused by death, resignation, or permanent dis- 
ability of any Elective Governor shall be filled by the election, by the 
remaining Governors, of a duly qualified person to supply his place. 
Any vacancy in the Board of Managers occurring by the death, resig- 
nation, or permanent disability of any member thereof, shall be filled 
by the election, by the Board of Managers, of a qualified member to 
supply such vacancy, and the term of office of such person so elected 
shall be the same as that of the person whom he replaced. 


XII. Any of these By-Laws may be altered, repealed, or suspended 
by consent of two-thirds of the members present at the annual meet- 
ing, or at meeting of the Board of Governors, specially convened for 
that purpose, provided that such alteration, repeal, or suspension 
shall have been specified in the notice summoning the meeting. A 
month’s notice shall be given of such a meeting and it shall be con- 
vened on the written request of the subscribers. 


Rules and Regulations. 


I. The male and female pupils while in the Institution are to be 
kept separate and to remain in their respective departments, meeting 
together only in the school-room for instruction and worship. and in 
the dining-room for meals, and then they are to be in charge of a 
teacher, or of some other responsible person. 


Il. The girls, when out of school hours, to be in charge of the 
housekeeper or an assistant teacher, and when out of doors to be in 
charge of some responsible person appointed by the Superintendent. 
Non-paying pupils are to be made useful about tne Institution out of 
school hours. 


Ill. The boys, out of school hours, and in the workshops, to be in 
charge of a teacher or the supervisor. 


IV. The boys and girls under 12 years of age, to retire at 8 p.m. 
punctually, and all the rest of the pupils at 9 p.m. 


Vv. The pupils are not to leave the Institution without the per- 
mission of the Superintendent. 


VI. None of the pupils are to leave, or to be kept from their regu- 
lar studies, without the permission of their teachers. Hours of study 
to be fixed by the Superintendent. The pupils are to be in school 
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from 9 to 12 and 1.30 to 3.30. 


VII. No person, not connected with the Institution is allowed to 
stay or take any meal, or sleep in it without the special permission 
of the Superintendent. Parents of pupils cannot be accommodated 
with a night’s lodging. Z 

VIII. Service to be held Sunday afternoon at 3 p.m., at which 
deaf-mutes from the city may attend, but they are not to be allowed 
to go through the building without the permission of the Superin- 
tendent. 
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IX. The caretaker is to see that the lights are extinguished at 10 
p.m., and the premises properly secured. He is also forbidden to keep 
more than 20 (twenty) gallons of coal oil in the building, and he 
must use the greatest care with the lamps. He is also to take entire 
charge of the furnaces, and to see that the water tanks are kept well 
filled. The lighting of the range, removal of ashes, and the cleaning 
of the water closets are to be the caretaker’s duties; also to see that 
two pails of water are kept standing in each bath-room for use in 
case of fire, and to perform all other duties assigned to him by the 
Superintendent, 


X. The junior pupils are not to have access to their bed-rooms 
from the morning until the time of retiring. unless with permission. 


XI. The children are to proceed to and from their meals in line. 


XIT. At the end of each table some one nominated by the Super- 
intendent shall be placed to superintend the pupils at their meals. 


XIII. The bed-rooms of the girls are to be visited by the house- 
keeper, and those of the boys by the male teacher on duty before 9.30 
o'clock every night, to see that the lights are extinguished and all 
things in order. 


XIV. It is imperative for each pupil of suitable age to devote the 
allotted time to whichever of the three trades, taught in the Institu- 
tion, for which he exhibits the most talent. 


XV. Each parent or guardian should deposit with the Superin- 
tendent a sum of not less than five dollars, to defray incidental ex- 
penses, repair of boots, etc., any part of which remaining unexpended 
at the close of the session will be returned. 


Terms of Admission. 


The Mackay Institution for Protestant Deaf-Mutes and the Blind 
is a BOARDING SCHOOL for the education and moral and industrial 
training of Protestant Deaf-Mutes and the Blind. It is not an asylum. 


Fees, including board—for Residents of the Province of Quebec, 
$150, for Residents of other Provinces and places. $200 per scholastic 
year, payable quarterly in advance. Parents or Guardians omitting 
to comply with this rule are liable to have the children returned. 


I. And deaf and dumb child who is not deficient in intellect not 
subject to fits, not labouring under any infectious disorder, has been 
vaccinated or has had smallpox, and is of good moral character. 


II. Any partially deaf child, whose hearing is too defective to 
admit of his acquiring an education in the public schools. 


III. Any child whose defective speech may be improved or cured 
by a course in the articulation classes of the Institution. 


IV. The fees to be charged to paying pupils will be learned on 
application to the Secretary or Superintendent. These fees are to be 
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paid quarterly in ADVANCE. In poor or special cases the Managers, 
on presentation of the facts, may reduce their regular rates for tuition 
and board, and are prepared to receive indigent pupils free on a rec- 
commendation to that effect from reliable parties. 


VY. Pupils will be admitted into the Institution between the ages 
of FIVE and EIGHTEEN; special cases being older will be taken into 
consideration. 


VI. The duties of the school will commence on the second Wed- 
nesday in September annually. 


VIII. The annual vacation will commence on the third Wednes- 
day in June, when all the pupils will go home for the holidays.
